Although we have made alteration* 
and modifications, the bill in its main 
structure remains. All tha taxes are 
there—the land taxes are there, the so*- 
per-tax Is there. The poor fellows whoi 
are receiving only £ 6,000 a year and £10.- 
000 and £20,000 a year will have to con¬ 
tribute Just a little towards the ex- j 
penses of tbq country. And then there 
Is the poor man to whom somebody has, 
left a fortune—he will have to contrtb- ( 
ute a little more;. 

I have told you that a!J the taxes 
remain, but there has been one alter¬ 
ation In the form of one tax; that is 
with regard lo mineral rights. They i 
complained when we taxed mineral 
rights and said: "We do hot object to 
pay the tax; all ww do object 14 le the 
form of the tax.” 

Changed Burden. 

They said it was uncertain. 1 said: 
“Very well.” It was not the form 1 
cared 2 o rmtfh for as Ihe substance. 1 
said I was quite prepared to accom¬ 
modate them. I did not want an uncer¬ 
tain tax—and they said so long as the 
tax was a certain one they preferred 
paying more. 

I said tl>4. present uncertain tax 
would produce £12^000, so I altered It 
to a tax on mlnlqg royalties, which 
wan certain, and produced £260.000.

It Is very remarkable that since this 
attack on Industry was first promulg¬ 
ated In the House of Oommoni trade 
has Improved. It has not quite recov¬ 
ered; It will take some time for the 
operation, but It Is better. 

But there has been a great slump In 
dukes.

There was a case given to me for 
South Wales the other day of a com¬ 
pany which had sunk a good deal of 
money In mining operations, and they 
sent me their balance sheet.

Of his military 
capacity it Is fmftossfble to obtain an 1 
Impartial estimate, hut even Jtls keen- , 
eat vindicator from Impeachments of 
hla strategy and tactics In the Boer 
war does not go aa far aa to claim for 
him a place beside the great soldier*. 
Tried by the definite teat of a fixed 
«tandard of merit. Botha seems medi¬ 
ocre. The source of his power and 
Influence, aa the London Post explains 
the riddle. Is personality. "General 
Bolha knows hia Boer from Die top 
of his slouch hat to the sole of hla hob¬ 
nailed boots.” He can lead hla people 
as If they were children. The-secret Is 
the Botha personality. He Is an In¬ 
stinctive. irresistible said inspired con¬ 
ciliator . He has never betrayed hie 
people and he has never misled the 
British. Both sides 1 uat him Implicit¬ 
ly. Yet integrity alone, unaided by 
the gifts for conciliation possessed by 
the hero of the Boer war. would never 
have won for him hia present eminence.

Tall, with a counten- 
anse of great symmetry and what is 
ratted a "presence." the wife of the 
most famed of living Boers, shares the 
hospitable tastes of her husband. She 
has earned the credit of being tne most 
popular woman In South Africa and 
V auke ..f her g*herea l ty ai>»ng^pwm ' 
'cal and racial lines In giving jnvita- 
ttons to her affairs she has won many 
friends among those who are most 
vehemently opposed to her husband's 
policies. In fact, Mrs. Botha has at 
times been suspected of using the tact 
of the well-bred and popular hostess 
In smoothing away the difficulties the 
general Is apt to bring upon himself 
by too rigid an insistence upon some 
of his political opinions. 

Perhaps, the most coneplruous mem- < 
ter of the Botha household Is the gen¬ 
eral's beautiful and brilliant eldest 
daughter. Helen. She made a sensa¬ 
tion two seasons ago in London, aa a 
result of trsitr which suggested to 
"MA-P.” certain comparlaons be¬ 
tween the eldest daughter of Theodore 
Roosevelt and the eldest daughter of 
Louis Botha. The daughter of the Boer 
hero, says our British contemporary, 
has large dark eyes "that fairly glow 
with Int e llig ence, humor and the Joy 
of living, a complexion the most flaw- i

Botha himself remained 
In the background, but his personality, 
hls capacity for conciliation, his genius 
for compromise, hls gifts as n har- 
rrionlxer brought the work to comple¬ 
tion. 

For one who has had to pass through 
so much of the strife of this South 
African unification. Louis Botha still 
mfflpftr most placid Of liver on hls 
vast farm. Faction, feud and fury 
never fret htpi Hls beautiful country 
home near Pretoria stands in the cen¬ 
tre of what the English would regard 
as a vast landed estate The property 
contains rich veins or coal and Iron 
ore. quantities of luxurious forest, 
threading streams of cold clear waU r. 
The soli la for the most part arable 
and well planted. The nature of Louis 
Botha has alwuys been hospitable. Hls 
weefc-end parties have been celebrated 
as the most, delightful functions in all 
Africa. The great, lighted and sunny 
rooms ip -which the guest is made at 
home, the abundance of cheer, the 
eager start for the day's hunt and the 
succession of games of tennis or golf 
suggest a somewhat royal conception of 
the duties of a host.. It is as a host, 
again, that the purely personal aide of 
Louis Botha reveals Itself most gen¬ 
uinely. He never wearies of entertain¬ 
ing. He is the life and soul of his own
